2. In addition to Applicant's arguments presented with the amendments filed 
8/11/2009 and 1/7/2009 the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: while the prior art teaches using offsetting dies to form a winding and 
connecting current leads of a winding to a conductive ring, the prior art does not teach, 
in combination with all other elements, steps c) and d) as claimed. In particular, there is 
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no teaching in the prior art of simultaneously moving, by means of offsetting dies, three 
different types of wire elements, i.e. U-shaped (the some), L-shaped (the other), and I- 
shaped (the further), rotating the L-shaped wire elements so that their bent ends are 
rotated radially inwardly toward one another in the shape of a star, and connecting 
these ends with a connecting ring disposed radially inwardly on an inside of the winding 
head.
